ing to ward the e stablish m en t o f trade 
relatio ns between the United States 
and the so viet republic. 
The co mmissio n, co nsisting o f Sen­ 
ato rs Ladd and King and R ep resen ta­ 
tives Frear and Jo hnso n, issued t.h» 
fo llo wing s ta te m e n t: 
“ The co mmis­ 
sio n is preparing a full repo rt dealing 
with co nditio ns in Russia. 
This in­ 
vo lves the examinatio n o f 
a c c u m u ­ 
lated data, many sta te m e n ts and do c­ 
uments, but the co mmittee will 
be 
ready to repo rt so o n. 
Until then tho 
m em bers will refrain fro m exprees- 
ing their view« co ncerning 
Russia. 
In general 
we 
fo und co nditio n« in 
Russia better than repo rted by many 
perso ns and favo r that 
im m ediate 
steps be taken by the United States 
lo o king to ward the re-establishm ent 
o f tra de relatio ns between the two 
co untries.”

on Filling Silo in Fall 
In cutting corn and filling the silo 
there are many things that can be 
done before the actual operation starts. 
Here are a few suggestions worked 
out by the farm de pa rtm e nt at Iowa 
State college: 
See th a t the corn binder Is In good 
working order. 
H a v e plenty of good twine. 
It takes 
about six pounds to the acre. 
Clean out the silo. 
If there Is stag ­ 
nant w a te r in the pit, remove it. 
See that silo doors a re fitted prop­ 
erly. 
If any are out of shape, have 
them ready when the filling sturts. 
Keep hoops tightened, but do not 
turn them up so tight th a t the silo 
starts to dish in. 
Get the cutter in shape. 
See that 
all bolts are tight and plenty of oil has 
been used. 
H ave a good supply of sh arp knives. 
Im proper cutting slows up the filling 
and m a ke s poor silage. 
If silo Is party filled with old silage, 
scrape off 
the 
top 
part 
until 
any 
spoiled silage Is gone and then put 
the new* silage on top. 
It will not 
hurt either the new or the old. 
If corn is too dry. put w a te r in it. 
If corn is green, w ater Is not needed 
unless It is used to pack the silage.

Another new steel arch bridge is to 
be built across the Niagara gorge to 
connect 
Canada 
with 
the 
United 
States. 
It will be the third bridge of 
that type erected at Niagara, but the 
fourteenth bridge to span the river at 
that point. 
It will be for railway pur­ 
poses only, and more massive In con­ 
struction than either of the two steel 
arches now standing. 
Ground has been broken. 
On both 
sides of the river men are at work 
stripping away the river bank and the 
face of the cliff* preliminary to the 
building of abutments on which the 
legs of the arch will rest. 
The abut­ 
ments will be four in number, two on 
each side of the river, built of concrete 
and faced with rock. 
Into these will 
be sunk the rods and plates to be used 
as anchorages, and great holes also 
will be sunk in the sides of the clifT 
for other anchorages. 
Much 
excavation 
is necessary to 
clear the site, and on the New York 
bank of the river a great steam shovel 
has been lowered over the cliff to bite 
away the rock and dirt, undisturbed 
for centuries, ever since the Horseshoe 
fall went by as it plowed through the 
gorge from the high escarpment at 
Lewiston to the point where it now 
alTords a scenic spectacle of falling 
waters unrivaled In the world. 
Each bite of this steam shovel Is 
dropped into a chute, which spills the 
dirt and rock into the river right at 
the beginning of the Whirlpool rapids 
and far outside the tracks of the 
Niagara Gorge railroad, over which a 
protecting shed has been erected of 
huge timbers so that no harm may 
come. to the thousands who patronize 
the scenic route. The dumping of this 
rock on both sides of the river will 
have the effect of narrowing the chan­ 
nel at a point where it Is none too 
wide to carry away all the water that 
plunges over the falls, as well as that 
diverted for power purposes and re­ 
turned to the stream in the gorge near 
the falls.

Bridge building two miles up the 
river in front of the falls did not begin, 
until 1868, and the first suspension, 
bridge was opened on January 2. 1869., 
It w h s a narrow bridge, the longest 
over the gorge, of wood, nnd pictur-» 
esque in its slenderness.

was replaced by a wider bridge of 
steel, but before this bridge was a' 
year old It was destroyed by a wind­ 
storm on the night of January 0, 1,889.

Practical Suggestions 
on Filling Silo in Fall 
In cutting corn and tilling the silo 
there are many things that can be 
done before the actual operation starts. 
Here are a few suggestions worked 
out by the farm departm ent at Iowa 
State college: 
See that the corn binder is in good 
w'orking order. 
Have plenty of good twine. 
It takes 
about six pounds to tin* acre. 
H ean out the silo. 
If there is stag­ 
nant w ater in the pit, remove it. 
See that silo doors are fitted prop­ 
erly. 
If any are out of shape, have 
them ready when the filling starts. 
Keep hoops tightened, but do not 
turn them up so tight that the silo 
starts to dish In. 
Get the cotter in shape. 
See that 
all bolts are tight and plenty of oil has 
been used. 
Have a good supply of sharp knives. 
Improper cutting slows up the filling 
und makes poor silage. 
If silo Is party filled with old silage, 
scrape off the top part 
until 
any 
spoiled silage Is gone and then put 
the new silage on top. 
It will not 
hurt either the new or the old. 
If corn is too dry. put water in It. 
If corn is green, water is not needed 
unless It is used to pack the silage.

Another new steel arch bridge Is to 
be built across the Niagara gorge to 
connect 
Canada 
with 
the 
United 
States. 
It will be the third bridge of 
that type erected at Niagara, but the 
fourteenth bridge to span the river at 
that point. 
It will be for railway pur* 
poses only, and more massive in con­ 
struction than either of the two steel 
arches now standing. 
Ground has helen broken. 
On both 
sides of the river men are at work 
stripping away the river bank and the 
face of the cliffs preliminary to the 
building of abutments on which the 
legs of the arch will rest. 
The abut­ 
ments will be four in number, two on 
each side of the river, built of concrete 
and faced with rock. 
Into these will 
be sunk the rods and plates to be used 
as anchorages, and great holes also 
will be sunk In the sides of the cliff 
for other anchorages. 
Much excavation is necessary to 
clear the site, and on the New York 
bank of the river a great steam shovel 
has been lowered over the cliff to bite 
away the rock and dirt, undisturbed 
for centuries, ever since the Horseshoe 
fail went by as it plowed through the 
gorge from the high escarpment at 
Lewiston to the point where it now 
affords a scenic spectacle of falling 
waters unrivaled In the world. 
Each bite of this steam shovel is 
dropped into a chute, which spills the 
dirt and rock Into the river right at 
the beginning of the Whirlpool rapids 
and far outside the tracks of the 
Niagara Gorge railroad, over which a 
protecting shed has been erected of 
huge timbers so that no harm may 
oome. to the thousands who patronize 
the scenic route. The dumping of this 
rock on both sides of the river will 
have the effect of narrowing the chan­ 
nel at a point where it Is none too 
wide to carry away all tile water that 
plunges over the falls, as well as that 
diverted for power purposes and re­ 
turned to the stream in the gorge near 
the falls. 
Out in front of file spot 
where the bridge work is going on the 
river Is only 85 feet deep and rushes 
b5* at 28 miles an hour as it swings the 
flood of the torrent Into the whirlpool 
rapids. 
This new bridge Is to have a span 
of 640 feet In its mate arch, compared 
with 550 feet of the present railway 
arch and 840 feet of the arch Jtwo miles 
up the river close by the falls. At end) 
end of the main arch there xtill be a 
truss span of IOO feet, offending to 
the high bank. On the New York side 
there will be an approach span of 101 j 
foot and on the Canadian end another , 
of Cl feet. 
To Carry Two Track*. 
About 10,000 ton* of steel will be 
Deeded and the bridge will be designed 
1 to carry a load of 7,000 to 8,000 pounds 
per running foot on ea< h of the two 
railroad tracks. 
The bottom of the J 
arch will rise 207 feet above the nor­ 
mal water level of the river below. 
The site selected for tile bridge is be- 
I tween the Iow'er steel railway arch 
I used by the trains of the Canadian 
National railway and the cantilever 
j bridge over which the trains of the 
Michigan Central cross the river. 
It 
\<i h e p " r-o*ted to supplant the canti- 
<• - cr bridge, which will be torn down 
when the new arch is ready. 
This 
cantilever bridge is the only one of the 
type erected at Niagara. 
It wTas orig­ 
inally built in 188.3 and has been 
strengthened since then, but no longer 
meets the need of the trains of today. 
All the foundation work Is to be com­ 
pleted this year in order that the erec­ 
tion of steel on the bridge proper may 
go forward next year. 
When the railway steel arch was 
built in 1897 it was erected beneath 
the old railway suspension {jg-fflge at 
that point. 
Day by day the wot k 
went on and the arch grew In s’- " 
without any Interruption to traffic < 1 
either deck of the old bridge, the load 
having been shifted from the old to 
the new structure. The same methods 
were followed wtth the tipper steel 
arch near the falls, which took the 
place of a steel suspension bridge In 
1897-98. 
This new arch will be the first of 
Its kind erected at Niagara on a new 
site without the help, lf much help 
there was, from an overhanging bridge 
of the suspension type. 
There is a wealth of story In the 
Niagara bridges. 
In the latter part of 
the 40’s the trend of empire was west- 
I ward. 
Stages carried the pioneers to 
the Niagara border, w'bere th* great 
gorge and rushing river were obstacles 
j to progress. 
It was necessary to de­ 
tour miles up or down stream to cross 
by boat. 
The necessity of a bridge 
was apparent. 
Engineers enlisted the 
aid of small boys to make connection 
between the cliffs by kite strings. 
Homan Walsh dropped his kite on the 
New York bank after flying iT high in 
Canada. 
Young Walsh lived on the 
New York side and to win It was 
necessary for him to go across the 
river In the ferryboat near the fulls 
and walk two miles down stream to 
the proposed bridge site, 
On the first 
dtempt he s u c c e e d Til dripping th«$ 
kite. but the string hung go low that 
•t was caught by the Ice floe in the 
river tad broken, and go heavy was 
the flow of Ice that for eight dgiyg 
Walsh wa* unable to ere** th# fiver. 


fiooa after that bu tried the faut 
again and won success with his kite, 
the Union. 
The slender kite string 
served to draw a heavier line across 
the gorge, which In turn was followed 
by heavier ropes unU cables. 
On the 
cableway so formed an iron busket, 
now in possession of the Buffalo His­ 
torical society, was operated, and pas­ 
sengers carried at $1.25 a head. This 
cableway helped build two bridges or 
platforms, one on each side of the 
cableway, each three feet wide, over 
which crossings were permitted by 
foot at 25 cents for each person. While 
the second aerial bridge or platform 
was being built a windstorm swept 
down the gorge and wrecked it. 
Six 
men were working there at the time. 
Two reached shore, but the four others 
| swung between the river and sky with 
i only two strands of No. IO wire to 
I support them. 
It was then that Wil­ 
liam Ellis went out in the iron basket 
with a ladder, which he placed as a 
bridge between the basket and the 
platform on which the men were, and 
over which they crossed to the basket 
and safety when they were drawn 
ashore. 
Early Building Effort*. 
The two platforms or bridges were 
used to assist in the building of an­ 
other bridge, which gave way to the 
old wooden railway suspension bridge, 
completed In 1855. 
It was over this 
bridge that the locomotive London 
crossed the river on March 8, 1855. 
The way people of those days looked 
upon the completion of the bridge and 
the iron horse traffic made possible 
between the two countries was de­ 
scribed by one man who witnessed tho 
crossings on Sunday, March 18, 1855, 
and wrote: 
“Awful violation of the Sabbath by 
long trains of freight cars with multi­ 
tudes of men on top of them crossing 
and recrossing the bridge and shifting 
the freight will not soon be forgotten 
by those who revere the*holy day. The 
curse of God will rest on this bridge 
is my firm belief.” 
It was on March IO, 1850, that the 
first passenger train, drawn by the en­ 
gine David Upton, with Upton him­ 
self as a passenger, crossed the bridge. 
The lower deck of this bridge was 
used for foot and carriage travel and 
at each end of the bridge a sign read­ 
ing as follows was posted: 
“A fine of $50 to, $100 will be im­ 
posed for marching over this bridge 
in rank and file, or to music, or by 
keeping regular step. 
Bodies of men 
or troops must be ordered and kept 
out of step when passing over this 
bridge. 
No musical band will be al­ 
lowed to play while crossing except 
when seated in carriages or wagons. 
"Five dollars fine for every horse 
driven over this bridge at a faster 
rate than a walk. 
“Five dollars fine for allowing teams 
or horses to stop on the bridge longer 
than absolutely necessary. 
“The above flues will be rigorously 
exacted in all cases when the rules 
have been Infringed.” 
Traffic 
across 
the 
bridge 
grew 
heavier year by year and In 1880 the 
old wooden truss gave way to a steel 
truss, and six years later the stone 
towers were replaced by others of 
steel. 
The present steel arch took 
the place of the suspension bridge In 
1897. 
Bridge building two miles up the 
river in front of the falls did not begin, 
until 1868, and the first suspension, 
bridge was opened en January 2, 1869.. 
It was a narrow bridge, the longest 
over the gorge, of wood, and picture 
esque in its slenderness, 
In 1888 It 
was replaced by a wider bridge of 
steel, hut before this bridge was a' 
year old It was destroyed by a wind­ 
storm on the night of January 9, 1880. 
In May of the same year a duplicate 
of the ruined bridge was opened to 
travel and gave service until 1897-98,) 
when It was replaced by the present 
upper steel orch over which trolley 
cars cross to Canada and return.
